Man Swims 3 Miles 
To Safety

A member of a junk 
crew named Lim Ewe-seng 
today swam three miles to 
Pulau Jerejak, (Jerejak 
island) off the island of 
Penang, and then reported 
that he had escaped from 4 
gang of armed pirates.

They 
still missing. 

Lim landed on Pulau Jerejuk 
at 2 o.m,, local time. He sald 
that oat 1 o'clock tho junk wos 
intercepted by a motor sampan 
while on its way frum Sumatra 
to Penang with 90 Db.ley of 
rubber. The Interception took 
place four miles off Penang, the 
crew being held up at pistol 
point by five Chinese, 

The pirates ed up the crew 
uf two Malays and two Chinese 
and then towed the junk to- 
wards the Province Wellestey 
malniana During the towing. 
the crew frecd themselves from 
their bindings and jumped Into 
the seca, 


SEARCH FAILS 

When Lim reached Pulau 
Jerejnk he telephoned his em- 
ployers, n rubber firm, and they 
notiNed the police. As a Fre- 
cull neatby waters were im- 
mediately combed by marine 
police without any trace belng 
found of the pirates, 

“his ts the sccond cnse of 
piracy off Penang reported in, 
recomt weeks. On December’ 
23, three = sampans were 
attacked near Pulsu Rimau' by 
an armed gong believed to be 
led by o Eurasian speaking 
two or three longuages. The 
pirates then confiscated the 
cargocs of rubber and made 
off towards the cvast of 
Thailand.

It’s 
easy to pce now that West could 
have taken the top diamonds and 
shifted to a spade to make sure 
of o third fast trick, after which 
the defenders could sit back and 
walt for two trump tricks, 


West didn't actually see this 
when the hand was played.

I would like to point out that 
after the Olympic Games cf 
1952 the official report published 
a tabie of medal winners which 
started....USA 76, and right 
down the list to Bulgaria 4. 
(Wonder what happened to the 
other half of that medal?) 


Mr Brundage says that these 
tables create —_ international 
wrangling.
